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Introduction: Because of the 
many inquiries arising out di 
Paul’s instructions to Timothy, we 
will attempt some form of expla- 
nation which I hope will be helpful. 


Text: “Drink no longer water, 
but use a little wine for thy stom- 
ach’s sake and thine often infirmi- 
ties,” 1 Tim. 5:23. 


1. We gather that Timothy was 
a total abstainer. 2. That St Paul's 
thesis was only of a local nature, 
applying to this particular case, 
and if otherwise, certainly not to 
more than those who suffered like 
ailments and under similar cireum- 
stances. In his case, as in all oth- 
ers, if others are at all permissable, 
there was a limit or maximum 
amount of wine allowed, and it is 
defined as “a little’ at the most. 
Those who would use this text to 
justify the use of wine, to be hon- 
est with the truth must take into 
consideration “cause and effect.” 

1. The cause was sickness, to 
which the water at Ephesus was 
a hinderance rather than a hene- 
fit, if it was used alone. However. 
we are not to think that Paul 
meant to entirely stop Timothy 
from drinking water. but that to 
it might be added “a little wine.” 
This epithet does not provide a 
license for the unlimited use of 
wine. The prescription only called 
for “a little’ and the very reason 
which demanded “a little’ was 
against its use where the same 
reason did not exist. 2. Wine is 
generally injurious to the stomach. 
It is statistically estimated that 
twenty per cent of all cases of in- 
sanity in our public institutions 
are caused by the use of alcohol. 

An Exception 

The text used in connection with 
Timothy’s case presents an excep- 
tion to the general rule. In 1 Tim. 
3:3 and Titus 1:7 a bishop was par- 
ticularly, by apostolic authority, 
disenjoined from the use of wine. 


Timothy was a bishop and was la- 
boring in such capacity at Ephesus 
when Paul wrote admonishing the 
use of “a little wine.” Divine in- 
junction therefore condemns its 
use except in this extreme case 
where it had certain food value and

purpose of intoxication. 
Not Given to Wine 

It was part of the qualifications 
of a bishop that he be a total ab- 
stainer. The Greek word for “not 
given to wine” is “paroinos;” 
meaning “pertaining to wine, given 
to wine, prone to intemperance.” 1 
Tim. 3:2; Titus 1:7. The meaning 
also implies ‘‘a noisy and quarrel- 
some temper” which results from 
winebibbing. Matt. 11:19 and Luke 
7:34 refer to the deplorable use ot 
wine. The apostolic injunction con-

In James 5:14, 15 the blessed 
words appear and are as pure as 
heaven, “Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord: And the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall he 
forgiven him.” 

We have in these precious words 
a real basis for the truth of heal- 
ing. In this scripture very definite 
instructions are given to the sick. 
Our part is to call for the elders of 
the church if we are sick, then it 
is the elders’ part to anoint with 
oil and pray and help the patient to 
believe and have faith. When we 
do as the Lord has said, He can- 
not lie. Some believe in anointing 
with any kind of oil; they say it is 
not in the oil. No, it is not in the 
oil, but we prefer olive oil because 
it is pure. 

We Must Not Doubt 


I hear the Psalmist David, the 
great writer and shepherd boy, say 
in Psa. 30:2, “O Lord my God, | 
cried unto thee, and thou _ hast 
healed me.”’ David in all his writ- 
ings never said, “I think the Lord 
will heal me,” or, “Maybe the Lord 
will heal me.’ There are no such 
words in the Bible. The terms are 
positive so let us also be positive. 


Many times we come to the Lord 
for the healing of our bodies and 
have our minds on other things 
than the Lord, such as the children 
or the farm or our message, and 
the Lord can’t heal us under such 
conditions.

know what he means to us. Musso- 
lini and God are our religion.”

WAS PETER THE FIRST POPE? 


1. Was Peter invested with su- 
preme authority? No, for the fol- 
lowing reason: 1. When there was 
a vacancy in the apostleship oc- 
casioned by the apostasy of Judas, 
Peter did not appoint a successo”. 
The whole assembly agreed in the 
choice (Acts i. 15-26). 2. The same 
method was adopted in the choice 
of the deacons (Acts vi. 2-6). 3. 
James, and not Peter, presided 
over the council at Jerusalem—A. 
D. 48. The whole church consent- 
ed in matters brought forward 
(Acts xv. 4-22). Peter himself re- 
ceived a commission to go to Sa- 
maria (Acts viii. 14). He was tak- 
en to task in reference to his con- 
duct (Acts xi. 2, 3). He claims no 
superiority over the rest (1 Pet v. 
1). 6. Paul rebukes Peter because 
he is blameworthy (Gal. ii. 11). 

II. Was Peter ever bishop of 
Rome? The Roman Catholics say 
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that in A. D. 51, Peter had sat eight 
years as Bishop of Rome, and he 
continued there twenty-five years 
and was martyred in A’. D. 68. The 
twenty-five years therefore com- 
menced in 43. The following rea- 
sons disprove this: 1. It is not stat- 
ed in Scripture that Peter was 
Bishop of Rome. 2. Paul tells us in 
Galatians i. 18, that three years af- 
ter his conversion (A. D. 37) he 
went to Jerusalem to see Peter and 
stayed with him fifteen days. 3. 
Peter was in prison at Jerusalem: 
in A. D. 44 (Acts xii). 4. Several 
years later Paul went to Jerusalem 
again and found Peter there at the 
council (A. D. 48). 5. In A. D. 58. 
Paul wrote his epistle to the Ro- 
mans and sent salutations to twen- 
ty-seven persons, but did not men- 
tion Bishop Peter. This proves 
that he was not there. 6. Eight 
years remain to bring us to the 
year 66, when Paul was martyred 
-two years before Peter’s death. 
At the end of 63 or early in 64 Pau! 
arrived in Rome, visited the Chris- 
tians and was not visited by them. 
But where was Peter? He is not 
mentioned. 7. In 62 or 63 Pau! 
wrote his epistles to Philemon, 
Philippians, Ephesians, and Colos- 
sians, but did not mention Peter. 
8. Paul is forsaken—‘“Only Luke is 
with me” (2 Tim. iv. 11). Where 
was Bishop Peter? Evidently not 
in Rome. 9. Peter writes to Pontus, 
Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and 
Bithynia. What about Rome? 
Surely, if he had labored there, he 
would have recorded the fact.

Text: St. John 20:21

“Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you.” 

For some time I have felt im- 
pressed to write some to the Evan- 
gel on the subject of “Missions.” 
Today I was reading Brother In- 
gram’s piece in the Evangel, also 
3rother Raney’s report from the 
Bahamas, and the Spirit moved 
me until I just had to lay every- 
thing aside and write. 

In all my life I have never been 
enthused so much as now about 
missions, especially foreign mis- 
sions. Oh! to think of the great re- 
sponsibility which is resting on us.

He came in pov- 
erty, with no place to lay His head. 
and He went forth preaching this 
gospel, healing the sick; making 
the lame to walk, the deaf to hear, 
the dumb to speak; forg’ving sins; 


comforting every one He could. He 
was never known to complain or 
think of His own pleasure or needs, 
but He was always seeking to help 
others. He was never seeking for 
what we might call “a good paying 
place to preach.”

Clay in Potter’s Hands 

“But now, O Lord, thou art our 
father; we are the clay, and thou 
our potter; and we all are the work 
of thy hand.” Isa. 64:8. 

Once it was my privilege to 
watch a potter at work with his 
wheel. Although I was only a child 
when this impressive experience 
came my way, it made me to real- 
ize later in life that we are clay in 
the Potter’s hands. 

In the 18th chapter of Jeremian 
the Lord spoke to His servant say- 
ing, “Arise, and go down to the 
potter’s house, and there I will 
cause thee to hear my words.” Jer- 
emiah obeyed. The potter probably 
had much trouble in getting his 
clay. Then it was necessary that 
it be sifted so that it would mix 
with the liquid to form the pliable 
clay. While the prophet was watch- 
ing, the potter wrought the work 
on the wheels and it became mar- 
red in his hands. Several things 
could have been the cause of this 
undesirable effect. Probably thc 


potter discovered hard places in 
the vessel which could have been 
stones, sticks, or other impurities 
Not being discouraged, he remov- 
ed the hard places and molded an- 
other vessel and took it to his oven. 
but alas—just as the heat reach- 
ed the vessel it cracked. The potter 
remade his clay and _ remolded. 
Again he took the beautiful vase to 
the oven but before it could be 
shoved in and baked it lost shape. 
With untiring efforts he again re- 
molded his vessel, again carried it 
to the oven where it was baked 
then removed. Indeed after com- 
pletion with ornamentation of 
bright colors it truly became a ves- 
sel of honor, one of which he could 
be proud. 


Christians, awake! let’s remove 
from our hearts those hard places 
of envy and strife. Let’s be pliable 
and humble in the Potter’s hands 
so that we will not crack to pieces 
in our proudness when we are tried 
with God’s fiery judgment. Yet let 
us not be so soft that we lose our 
boldness for Christ. 


We conclude that man is the 
clay; God the Potter. When Adam 
fell the whole human race became 
marred. But when God gave His 
beloved Son, the second Adam. 
there was made a way for our re- 
making. God did not become so 
disgusted that He threw humanity 
away or tried to patch up man’s 
fallen state. Thanks to the heaven- 
ly Father, He made it possible for 
us to become new creatures by the 
redeeming blood of Christ 
Lord. And our persons having been 
made anew are capable of salva- 
tion, sanctification, and retaining 
the baptism of the Holy Ghos.. 

We were made irom the dust or 
clay and clay we remain in th~ 
hands of the Potter, our Father in 
heaven. Why not be submissive to 
His will. He is powerful above al!. 
May we live more consecrated 
lives is my prayer for our Chris- 
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tian people. Let us sing with the 
poet: 


“Have thine own way Lord, 

Have thine own way, 

Thou art the Potter, 

I am the clay, 

Mold me and make me, 

After thy will; 

While I am waiting 

Yielded and still. 

Lord if it be my part to be a use- 
ful jug, though homely; and not a 
graceful rose of beauty—Thy will 
be done.—-Martha Holt, Atlanta, 
Ga. :

dems both the drink’s cause and 
its effect. 

Ensamples to the Flock 

In 1 Peter 5:3 the elders are re- 
ferred to as “ensamples_ to the 
flock.” Certainly among these eld- 
ers were also found the _ bishop, 
therefore, to present a proper “‘en- 
sample” the ministry, regardless of 
rank, must be total abstainers. The 
divine principle which demands 
that the elders must be “ensam- 
ples to the flock,”’ no less demands 
that the laity reciprocate the light 
reflected thru. the abstinence of 
their leaders. 1 Peter 4:3 condemns 
the use of wine along with other 
rentile sins. He appeals to the laity 
to “arm” themselves with the mind 
of Christ, allowing that it may 
have been permissable for us to 
have wrought the will of the Gen- 
tiles when we walked in lascivious- 
ness, lusts, excess of wine, revel- 
lings, banquetings and abominable 
idolatries, however, he refers to 
these things “in time past.” 

The qualifications of the deacon 
mentioned in 1 Tim. 3:7, include 
that he “must” not be “given to 


much wine.” Notice the _ restric- 
tions. The bishop “not given to 


wine.” 1 Tim. 3:3; the deacon “not 
much wine;” and if used as a medi- 
cal food, only ‘a little’ wine was 
at all permissable. There is a rea- 
son. why it was restrained, and 
that because of the evil and injuri- 
ous effect. It has no place in Chris- 
tain morals and practice. There is 
no virtue in it, if used in excess or 
for the effect it produces as an in- 
toxicant. 
Bible Warnings 

God warns: “Look not thou on 
the wine when it is red,” Prov. 23: 
31. He pronounces a woe upon 
those who “continue till night till 
wine inflame them,” Isa. 5:11. Isa. 
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28:1 records a woe pronounced up- 
on Israel because as a nation it 
was “overcome with wine.” Verse 
seven records the fact that both 
“priest and prophet have erred 
through strong drink,” they are 
swallowed up of wine, they are out 
of the way through strong drink: 
they err in vision, they stumble in 
judgment. For the above reason 
and for that reason alone we have 
the divine injunction forbidding the 
use of wine. 
A Temperance Lesson 

1. Let us consider Danie] for a 
moment: “But Daniel purposed in 
his heart that he would not defile 


himself with the portion of the 
king’s meat. nor with the wine 
which he drank,” Dan. 1:5-8. 2. 


Let us examine the result of the 
experiment. “‘And at the end of ten 
days their countenances appeared 
fairer and fatter in flesh than all 
the children which did eat the por- 
tion of the king’s meat * * *. As 
for these four children, God gave 
them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions 
and dreams,” Dan. 1:15, 16. A 
further study and lesson will be 
found in the 35th chapter of Jere- 
miah, where the Rechabites re- 
fused to drink wine; because the, 
were so commanded of their fa- 
ther. Divine blessings followed in 
each instance and set forth the di- 
vine mind concerning the use of 
wine. John came “neither eating 
bread or drinking wine,” Luke 
7:33. He was “a bright and shin- 
ing light.” Through the Apostle 
Paul we are further warned, “Be 
not drunk with wine wherein is ex- 
cess, but be filled with the Spirit.” 
Eph. 5:18.

of David, which is for the Lord Je- 
sus Christ when He reigns on the 
earth, and the throne of God th« 
Father, which is eternal in the 
heavens, over all the universe. 

In the Scriptures we hear Him 
say, “To him that overcometh will 
I grant to sit with me in my thron2, 
even as I have also overcome and 
am set down with my Father in his 
throne.” Jesus here distinguishes 
between the throne of God the Fa- 
ther where He now sits, and His 
own throne on the earth which He 
will occupy at His second coming. 
Jesus has never touched His own 
throne yet. He is now set down

with His lather on His throne, but 
in the future He will occupy His 
own throne. Every place in the 
Bible where the throne of Jesus is 
mentioned, it is always mentioned 
in the future tense. The church is 
present but the kingdom is future 
and the throne of David is yet to be 
restored. The prophet Hosea says 
that the throne of David will go 
down into eclipse for many years. 
The throne of David has_ been 
down and in eclipse for about 2,- 
500 years but when Jesus comes 
and chains the old devil and de- 
stroys the Antichrist, then for the 
first time in the world will He oc- 
cupy the throne of His  fathe 
David. There are seven places in 
the Bible where it promises that 
Jesus Christ shall sit in the throne 
of David. 


The archangel Gabriel said to 
Mary, “Thou shalt bring forth a 
son, and the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father 
David and he shall reign over the 
house of Jacob forever.” Now 
David’s throne is on this earth and 
the twelve tribes of Israel were on 
this earth and Mary was on this 
earth, yet thousands of church 
members will deny the whole thing 
and will say that it is a metaphor 
and means that Jesus will reign 
in your heart. If so, why did not the 
Holy Ghost say so? But the Holy 
Spirit said “throne,” and in the 
third chapter of Jeremiah he says 
that in the last days Jehovah shall 
have a throne in Jerusalem and the 
Lord shall reign there and all na- 
tions shall be gathered there to 
worship Him. 


Zechariah says, “Jehovah shall 
reign over the nations,” so you will 
find that everywhere, Jesus is to 
come back here and _ restore the 
throne of David, which is a theo- 
cratic throne, a throne for this 
world to govern the nations and to 
govern the Jews and to govern all 
things in this world as the son of 
David. 

Jesus in His divine nature is born 
of God. He is from the Father’s 
bosom, but in His humanity He 
came from David and as the im- 
maculate Son of God He shall ul- 
timately occupy the throne of the 
universe, but as the child of David 
He shall reign in His humanity, oc- 
cupy the throne of David His fa- 
ther and reign over the world and 
over all nations.

DRASTIC METHODS FOR A DEADLY 
EVIL 
THE GOLDEN RULE 

V. 12. “Therefore all things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them.” God has with- 
held the strickness of His judgment, hav- 
ing atoned for our sins thru His mercy, 
He would therefore have us_ to act to- 
ward others in charity. “For this is the 
law and the prophets.” The above named 
rule summarizes and embraces the embod- 
iment of divine truth in both Old and 
New Testament, Lev. 19:18; 22:40; Rom. 
13:10. That which would not be a bless- 
ing to you should not be imposed upon 
your neighbor. 

THE STRAIT GATE AND NARROW 

WAY 

v.13. “Enter ye in at the strait gate.” 
The reference is to the narrow way, with 
self crucified by Christ, yet there is noth- 
ing that extends more liberty or is broad- 
er than Christianity. Christians are 
Christ’s free men, who are under com- 
mand to serve one another thru love. If 
we miss the narrow way that leads to 
Christ, we lose the freedom of His Son- 
ship. “For wide is the gate and broad is 
the way that leadeth to destruction.” Be- 
cause men are born in sin and shapen in 
iniquity the invitations and privileges of 
the flesh are many. They agree with self- 
will and grant many privileges, hence the 
term “broad.” There are many .things 
that invite with a destruction or to perish 
with the sons of the perishing. “And 
many there be which go in thereat.” It is 
the big gate popular and easy, all who 
are not born again, John 3:5. All who 
do not have an experience of holiness 
(Heb. 12:14) are in this broad way. The 
end is destruction. 

V. 14. “Because strait is the gate and 
narrow is the way which leadeth unto 
life.” The narrowness of the gate and 
straitness of the way refers to the man 
of sin under restraint of fleshly privi- 
leges. “The gate is strait, but it is always 
open. The narrow way is narrow, but it 
grows wider as you go on. The end is 
everlasting life. Is not that enough to 
reconcile us to the narrowness of the way, 
all its steeps and roughnesses?’—Rev. 
Alexander Raleigh, D.D. “And few there 
be that find it.” Not that it is impossible, 
for in verse 7 we are commanded to 
“seek and ye shall find.” It is the unwill- 
ingness of mankind to seek God’s way 
out of sin that seals their fate. If there 
are but few who find the way of life we 


ought to strive all the more to be one of 
the few. 
FALSE PROPHETS AND FRUIT 
BEARING 

V. 15. “Beware of false prophets.” The 
true shepherd seeks to lead men to the 
strait gate and in the narrow way. False 
prophets are emissaries of Satan who 
seek to deter, hinder, and turn man from 
the way of life, 2 Peter 2:1. They pose as 
ministers of the gospel but falsely inter- 
pret the fundamentals of truth. They 
falsely claim to have a message from 
God. In Christ’s day they were found 
among the Pharisees and later among 
the Christians, Col. 2:8; 1 Tim. 6:20, 21; 
1 John 4. “Which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing.” They wear the name Christian 
and profess simplicity and gentleness and 
externally they are all this, only by their 
fruits can we know them. They pretend 
to desire truth, they nevertheless seek to 
destroy it, inwardly they are ravening 
wolves, a reference to violence and greed. 
They are not only wicked at heart but 
seek your injury, Gal. 6:13. “They pre 
tend to be friends of humanity while 
they are trying to debauch and ruin 
mankind. No cause was ever so Viciously 
attacked by such wolves as the cause of 
national prohibition, College presidents, 
popular authors, powerful senators and 
representatives, lend their aid to the 
brewers and distillers. Backed by un- 
limited funds, they corrupt the newspa- 
pers, the magazines, radio, moving pic- 
tures, every instrumentality of publicity. 
They vilify the temperance leaders, they 
misrepresent temperance aims, they 
falsify temperance facts, they fool the 
young and inexperienced, and they do it 
all in the sacred names of Reason and 
Liberty. They are our worst national en- 
emies, and all true men should combine 
to thwart their crafty and wicked de 
signs.” 

V. 16. “Ye shall know them by their 
fruits.” Only in the sense in which they 
imitate Christ may they be accounted 
Christians. “Do men gather grapes of 
thorns or figs of thistles.’ Valuable, spir- 
itual fruit does not grow contrary to the 
nature of the True Vine, Christ. 

V.17. “Even so every good tree bring- 
eth forth good fruit.” This is true in the 
natural world, it is also true in the spir- 
itual world, both of Christ and Satan. 
To bring forth good fruit Christ must be 
incarnated in our lives. “But a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit.” The fruit 
is an Outward testimony of the inward 
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character and state. 

V. 18. “A good tree cannot bring 
furth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit.” On the basis 
of this fact rests the necessity of regen- 
eration or the new birth, sanctification 
and endowment of the spiritual clothing 
incident to the redeemed saints, who can 
alone be redeemed by changing nature 
thru grace, The same fact has necessitat- 
ed all Satan’s schemes of deception to 
turn the Christian away from Christ. If 
Christ be enthroned He will shine out to 
those who sit in darkness. If Satan be 
enthroned he cannot be hid. 

V. 19. “Every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down and cast 
into the fire.” Grace haS provided the 
probationary period for redemption of 
the fallen and unsaved. At the end of 
that period the judgment will follow. All 
who stand on the side of Satan will with 
him suffer the punishment of fire. 

V. 20. “Wherefore by their fruits ye 
shall know them.” A_ simple test by 
which we discern the inward character. 
WORKERS OF INIQUITY WARNED 

Vv. 2. “Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” There is a difference be 
tween professing obedience and being a 
true servant of Christ. Many who are pro. 
fessed Christians show by their conduct 
that they are divorced from Christ. “But 
he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven,” It is not mere pro- 
fession, nor praying, or belonging to the 
Christian class but from the heart doing 
the will of God, Eph. 6:6; Col. 3:22. 

V. 22. “Many will say to me in that 
day,” i. e., the day of judgment, “Lord, 
Lord, did we not prophesy in thy name?” 
They do not admit that they were Chris- 
tians, but simply that they had taught 
or prophesied in His name. “And in thy 
name have cast out devils? and in thy 
name done many wonderful works?” 
They had possibly received power to 
show forth miracles and do wonderful 
works and may have for a time been 
faithful. In the light of 1 Cor. 13:1, 3 
they were lacking in charity which we are 
commanded to put on, Col. 3:14, which is 
the bond of perfectness. Charity is the 
outflowing of the life of God’s Christ 
without which power the working of 
miracles and casting out devils will uot 
be lasting nor effective. 

V. 23. “And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you.” Openly in the 
face of all men, Chap. 10:32, 33. There 
was some denial somewhere of Christ in 
their lives. “Depart from me, ye _ that 
work iniquity.” For some cause Christ 
had been absent in their lives, but here 
they are commanded to depart from His 
presence on grounds of the fact that they 
are workers of iniquity. If God has over- 
looked your fault and used you, put away 
your iniquity or be sure your sins wilt 
find you out. 

THE TWO FOUNDATIONS 

V. 24. “Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine.” Hear them in the 
sense in which Christ gives them. “And 
doeth them.” Not simply hearing but do- 
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ing also, James 1:22, 23. “I will liken 
him unto a wise man, which built his 
house upon a rock.” Palestine was a land 
of rocky surface. To find a sure founda- 
tion on which to build required little ef- 
fort. From that land came Jesus Christ 
the Rock of Ages, a sure Foundation. It 
is not farther to that foundation than 
your carnal nature, thru which all men 
must dig in consecration and in prayer 
until] every impulse and act is brought 
into vital connection with Christ the 
foundation of the Christian religion. 
“And the rain descended and the floods 
came and the winds blew and beat upon 
that house.” The rain tries the roof, the 
wind the walls, and the floods the foun- 
dation. The reference is to satanic tests 
as he sweeps down trying to overthrow 
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the Christian, Palestine is a land that 
was visited by violent storms, tornadoes 
and torrents, Christ spake to them in lan- 
guage which they all understood. “And 


it fell not, for it was founded upon a 
rock.” The entire building must be safe- 
ly and securely constructed, but the tests 
that came first on the roof and walls 
came later against the foundation as 41n- 
gry waters rolled and surged. The same 
is true of the last days. All of Satan’s 
storms culminate in the end of the age 
thru Antichrist trying to overthrow 
Christ, the Foundation of the Church. 
Your building will not fall if scripturally 
and spiritually you are built upon Christ 
as a Foundation and have grown up into 
Him who is the head of all things.

Under the world’s profit system 
the laborers who produce a com- 
modity and who are many, receive 
in wages only a part of the value 
of that which their toil has pro- 
duced. The rest of the value goes 
into the hands of a few who al- 
ready have more than they can 
use. 

It is like water running down 
the hill into the ocean. In nature 
the sun draws the water up and re- 
turns it to the land in refreshing 
showers but with the economic 
ocean there is no sun to draw it 
back. For years wealth has been 
concentrating into fewer and few- 
er hands. Today the economic 
ocean is full and the land is prae- 
tically drained. 

* * * 

A Paris publication lists the 
names of seventeen men who by 
lumping their fortunes together, 
might pay the debts of the world. 
Only three American names appear 
in this list—the Fords, Rockefel- 
Jers, and Andrew Mellon. An In- 
dian prince, Nizam of Hyderabad, 
is reported to possess $500,000,000 
in gold and jewels alone. Another 
Hindu, Gaekwar of Baroda, is list- 
ed as having the modest fortune of 
$150,000,000. The death duty col- 
lected by British revenue authori- 
ties on the estate of Sir John Eller- 
man has already amounted to $38,- 
184,000. His fortune has been esti- 
mated as over $133,000,000. En 
Yang Sang, Chinese merchant, fi- 
nancier and rubber king, is build- 
ing his tenth palace at cost of 
$250,000. His fortune is said to ex- 
ceed $100.000,000.

Spending $3,300,000,000 to bring 
back prosperity is like sending a 
bucket brigade to the ocean to car- 
ry back by hand the water that has 
flowed there in rivers—only the 
bucket brigade isn’t even getting 
their water out of the ocean. The 
$3,300,000.000 to be spent will 
have to be paid back in taxes and 
the common people will have to 
pay the taxes. The immense ac- 
cumulations of wealth are not sub- 
ject to taxation. The administra- 
tion hopes the common people will 
drink enough beer to pay a big 
share of the relief bill in beer taxes.

Superficial treatment cannot 
cure the economic disease. It may 
make the patient feel good for a 
while but the malady will persist. 
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In one way or another the wealth 
of the world must be redistribut- 
ed if the world is to have prosperi- 
ty. That doctrine was once preach- 
ed by none but radicals. Now sober 
minded persons everywhere realize 
its truth. A history teacher in one 
of our public high schools in ad- 
dressing a business men’s club 
startles the American mind by say- 
ing, “The 74th Congress may be 
America’s last parlimentary form 
of government.” Pointing out the 
rapid fall of parlimentary govern- 
ment in the old world, this instruc- 
tor proceeded to say, “The entire 
economic structure of this and oth- 
er nations is predicted upon a false 
foundation. Present methods of in- 
dividualism are all wrong. EVERY- 
THING THAT THE WORLD HAS 
TRIED TO DO IS FALLING 
DOWN. We have not yet started to 
learn what is right.”

Permanent recovery awaits 
the reign of Jesus Christ. When He 
comes both the form of govern- 
ment and the economic system 
will be changed. “‘With righteous- 
ness shall he judge the poor, and 
reprove with equity for the meek 
of the earth:” Isa. 11:4. In that 
day they shall sit every man un- 
der his vine and under his fig tree 
and none shall make them afraid.” 
Micah 4:4.
